Space monkey dies suddenly — autopsy underway

HONOLULU (UPI) - Bonny, A m erica’s space monkey, died early today 
alter being brought back from orbit Monday on the ninth day of a scheduled 
month-long mission to determine the physical effects of a long space voyage 
* 
terse National Aeronautics and Space Administration statement said 
only that an extensive autopsy had been started immediately on the 14 pound 
ringtail monkey. 
The little space traveler died in a specially constructed intensive care 
unit moments after midnight Hawaiian time. The NASA announcement came 
some 90 minutes later. 
Bonnv was taken from his space ship shortly after it splashed down in 
rainswept seas 25 miles north of the island of Kauai. 
NASA scientists pulled him back 21 days early from space after he showed a 
e eriorating physical condition. A lower body tem perature was blamed on 
a combination of “ low metabolism and a capsule tem perature on the low side 
of the tem perature lim its.” 


But a NASA spokesman had been optimistic that the monkey suffered no 
injuries in reentry or recovery. 
Charles Wilson, project manager for NASA’s Ames Research Labora­ 
tory in Sunnyvale, Calif., scheduled an afternoon news conference here con­ 
cerning the project at 4 p.m. EDT. 
Wilson said the $92 million experiment was ended after the monkey failed 
to respond to signals aboard the Biosatellite III space capsule. 
“ His lack of response was interpreted to indicate a sluggishness which if 
allowed to continue, could have led to serious deterioration,” Wilson said. 
Bonny was launched from Cape Kennedy June 28 into weightless orbit 225 
to 245 miles above the Earth. NASA scientists said he would have to stay 
up at least 15 days for the flight to be a full success. 
The monkey’s performance on assigned tasks declined rapidly during his 
first week in orbit and his metabolic state - conversion of food into enern- - 
dropped to a lower level. 
Wilson said researchers w eren’t too concerned at first because such reac­ 


tions are not uncommon to Macaca Nemestrina monkeys when placed in 
isolation. 
But after a normal eighth day in space, the monkey started ignoring signals 
sent from the ground. 
‘ During the night, the primate refused water and appeared to be in a deep­ 
er state of rest than at other sim ilar tim es in his flight,” Wilson said. 
• At approximately 3 a.m. EDT, an attempt was made to alert him by repeated 
water available signals — a signal to which the animal normally responds.” 
5 ( ientists decided a short time later to end the space voyage and conduct 
further tests on Earth. 
The capsule splashed down during a rainstorm and was picked up about 
an hour later by an Air Force helicopter commanded by Capt. David P. 
lark, 3„, Scotia, N.V Less than 
hours after splash down. Bonny was 
in an intensive care trailer at Hickam Air Force Base.

SHEPPARD TESTIFIES - Dr. Sam 
Sheppard told a horrifying tale today 
of being placed in the “ hole” during 
his 10 years in prison. 
“ I was chained with log chains, hand 
chains, chains around the neck and I 
don’t know where all else. I was placed 
between two doors for six days. The two 
doors were less than 12 inches apart,” 
Sheppard said in testimony prepared for 
a Senate subcommittee. 
Sheppard, in what was called the trial 
of the decade, was found guilty in 1955 
of having murdered his pregnant wife, 
Marilyn, 31, in their Bay Village home. 
In 1964 he was freed by a federal judge, 
and in a retrial he was found innocent.

A Superior Court hearing slated for 
Monday in the complaint of Dr. Clinton 
B. Hollister against Macco Realty Corp. 
and other defendants was continued to 
July 21 by Presiding Superior Judge 
John T. Rickard. 
Attorney W illard McEwen, of Santa 
B arbara, counsel for Dr. Hollister, and 
counsel for Macco agreed to the continu­ 
ance. 
Macco officials had been called Monday 
to show cause why they and other de­ 
fendants should not be restrained from 
mass-developing the 14,000 form er Hol­ 
lister Ranch near Gaviota pending a 
Superior Court decision on validity of an 
oil and gas lease on the property. 
Dr. Hollister, taking the court action 
on behalf of himself, members of his 
family, and as trustee of three trusts 
holding considerable mineral rights in 
the property, said he has reason to be­ 
lieve the oil rights have a potentially 
high value. 
The court case Involves an oil and 
gas lease between the Hollister Estate 
Co. and Cal-L Exploration Co. drawn up 
17 years ago and finalized in 1964. 
Dr. Hollister said if Macco Corp. should 
be given perm ission to rezone and de­ 
velop the old ranch property the miner­ 
al rights could well be destroyed at this 
time.

INSURANCE — President Nixon today 
urged Congress to expand coverage of 
unemployment insurance to 4,800,000 
more workers and to increase benefits. 
In a special message, Nixon said that 
while over 57 million workers are now 
covered, almost 17 million are not — 
more than half of them employes of 
state and local governments. 
The President said the additional 4.8 
million workers he wants covered “ are 
in real need of protection against un­ 
employment.” 


QUAKE'S WAKE - The earthquake 
that shook Alaska on Good Friday of 
1964 moved mountains and islands alike, 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey said to­ 
day. 
The survey released a new report on 
the strongest quake ever recorded on 
the North American continent. In its 
findings, it said: 
—The Chutach and Kenai Mountains, 
about 80 m iles from Anchorage, shifted 
to the south by about 50 feet. 
—The mountain m asses south of P ort­ 
age sank 9.84 feet. 
—The islands of Ushagat, Afognak and 
Kodiak shifted to the east and south. 
—Montague Island, near the center of 
the quake, 
rose more than 30 feet. 
—The Matanuska Valley settled 1.6 
feet. 
—The ocean floor between Kodiak and 
Montague Island rose about 50 feet, 
the greatest such rise ever recorded.

SAIGON (UPI)— The first of 25,000 
U.S. soldiers being withdrawn from Viet­ 
nam left for home today. Tonight, two 
Communist rockets struck a Vietnamese 
shipyard on the outskirts of Saigon, 
starting fires that lit up the skies of 
the capital. 
Allied military officials already were 
prediciting a new wave of Communist 
attacks in the coming weeks as the 
South Vietnamese army begins taking 
up positions left open by the Americans 
The first of the attacks were not long 
in coming. 
No casualties were reported immed­ 
iately. 
The rockets hit a building used to 
store fuel and flames billowed more 
than 300 feet into the skies, throwing 
out a light visible from downtown Sai­ 
gon, three miles to the northeast. It 
was the first rocket attack since Satur­ 
day when two rockets did little damage. 
The fire was still blazing out of con­ 
trol an hour after the first rockets 
struck but observers at the s c e n e - 
on the banks of the Saigon River— said 
it did not appear to blaze would spread 
to other parts of the shipyard. 
The ground war remained quiet. 
The officials said the battle lull was 
designed by the Communists to rest 
their men and to give the impression 
that they were deescalatiug the war in

The first thing a visitor sees if he 
drives to Ocean Avenue and H Street 
is a large vacant lot on the southeast 
corner, a vacant 
bank building on the 
northeast 
corner and a liberal sprink­ 
ling of vacant stores on the flanks of 
the intersection. 
Property owners and businessmen in 
the downtown 
community are deeply 
troubled. 
Historically the corner lias been the 
hub for the social, business and govern­ 
mental life of the Valley — but the area 
may now be at the crossroads. 
Plagued by vacancies, 
harrassed by 
competition 
from 
shopping 
centers, 
and 
convenience centers in outlying 
areas and residential 
communities, 
the “ downtown” grows older and less 
affluent looking. 


Oldtimers will tell you that the volume 
of business 
attracted by the downtown 
community has not kept 
pace with the 
rising population. 
There are as many 
reasons as there are people to testify. 
Surveys show people are actually shop­ 
ping elsehwere for varied reasons. Res­ 
idents of the outlying communities of 
Mission Hills and Vandenberg Village 
for example are doing much of their 
shopping in Santa Maria and Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Moore’s merchandising complex on 
the southeast corner of Ocean Avenue 
and I Street, co-owned by Howard Moore, 
is one of the exceptions to what appears 
to 
be 
the 
general trend. 
Moore’s 
Department store — clothes, hardware 
and appliances — is doing more busi­ 
ness, according to Moore’s estim ate, 
than 
any 
business outlet in the Lorn- 
poc area. Adequate 
parking 
may be 
one of the answers. 
Moore has spent 
about $68,000 on parking convenience 
for his custom ers in the last few years. 
But the wide variety of merchandise 
and Moore’s atmosphere may also be 
credited. 
Two drug stores In the downtown 


area appear to be flourishing, but a third 
folded recently for unknown re'jtsons. 
Hardware outlets are also holding their 
own at the corners of Ocean Avenue 
and I, and at H Street and Cypress Av- 
enue. 
Some readers may have a different 
view of what the trend is or even if 
there is a trend, but veteran real estate 
operators will tell you property doesn't 
stand still. 
It 
either rises in value 
and utility 
or it goes the other way. 
One veteran recalls that there was 
the boom in the days following the ad­ 
vent of Vandenberg 
Air Force Base in 
1957, then a decline beginning in about 
1961 or 1962. 
Look at what a visitor sees if he's ob­ 
servant — and what visitor isn’t? 
Ocean Avenue westerly from H Street 
is suffering badly. On the north side of 
the street there’s a savings and loan as­ 
sociation on the corner, then two, now 
vacant stores, an alley, a vacant store, 
an auto supply and appliance store, a 
restaurant and a furniture store. The 
two stores in between the bank and the 
alley have been occupied by several ten­ 
ants in recent years, and the store on 


the Northeast corner of Ocean Avenue 
and I Street has also had a checkered 
career, 
despite 
the 
use 
now being 
conducted there. 
The south side of Ocean Avenue in the 
same block is completely occupied, 
but 
there are fewer tenants than a few 
years ago. A major chain department 
store occupied a two-store 
unit in the 
Moore parcel for about 20 years, be­ 
fore moving to a nearby shopping cen­ 
ter. 
Ocean Avenue easterly of H Street 
is also doing badly. On the north side of 
the street there is an empty bank build­ 
ing on the corner of Ocean Avenue and 
H Street, an upholstery studio, a vacat­ 
ed form er drug store, a vacated former 
bakery, 
a shoe repair, a barber shop 
and beauty parlor and a service station 
on the corner of Ocean Avenue and G 
Street. On the southside of the street 
there is an empty lot on the corner of H 
Street, then a furniture store, a cocktail 
lounge, a rock shop, some vacant offices, 
a parking lot, 
a vacant lot, an auto 
parts 
store, a camera store and on the 
corner of Ocean Avenue and G Street,

County Flood Control and Water Con­ 
servation District directors on Monday 
approved various flood zone budgets for 
1969-70 showing tax cuts in some areas 
and increases in others brought on by 
heavy expenditures due to winter floods. 
Bradley Flood Zone No. 3 tax rat** 
will have an estimated levy of 10 cents 
this fiscal year, »ompared with four 
cents last year. 
Goleta Flood Zone No. 1 will maintain 
its 15-cent levy. 
Guadalupe Flood Zone No. 3 rate will 
go from eight cents last year to 11 
cents this year. 
Los Alamos Flood Zone No. I will 
maintain its 16-cent tax rate. 
Lompoc City Flood Zone No. 2 rate 
will be boosted from 12 to 18 cents.

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Plan to stabilize Pyramid Lake's 
water level proposed by Reagan

CRYSTAL BAY, Nev. (UPI) 
—Interior 
Secretary

and 
Govs. 
Ronald 
Reagan and Paul Laxalt have 
negotiated 
a 
plan to pacify 
Pyramid Lake Indians and push 
an embattled water compact 
off 
"dead 
center" 
in the 
California Legislature. 
The 
Indians 
haven’t 
been 
consulted. But Hickel, who has 
sided 
with 
them 
in 
the 
controversy, is hopeful they’ll 
go along. 
"We have a legal obligation 
to protect the rights of the 
American Indians," said Hick­ 
el " I believe there can be a 
compact that is acceptable to 
us, 
the two states and the 
Indians." 
The proposal, suggested by 
Reagan Monday during a Sierra 
"summit conference" onTahoe 
area problems, calls for study­ 
ing the possibility of stabilizing 
prehistoric Pyramid Lake at a 
permanent level. 
The huge desert lake north­ 
east of Reno has been slowly 
evaporating at the rate of 4feet 
per 
year. 
And 
the 
Indian 
owners claim it would dry up 
even faster under a proposed 
compact 
to 
allocate 
Tahoe 
basin waters between the two 
states. 
They 
contend 
there 
wouldn’t be enough water left 
in the Truckee River which 
feeds the lake. 
While the stabilization studies 
are being conducted, the three 
Republicans 
suggested, 
the 
California Legislature should 
resurrect the compact from 
limbo and approve it. The fine 
details specifying what level the 
lake should be stabilized could 
be negotiated later between the. 
federal government and Neva­ 
da, which already has approved 
the compact.

The suspect in the killing of 
Margaret Phillips, identified as 
Ernest R. Bishop Jr., was being 
held without bail in Washtenaw 
County Jail. 
Miss Phillips, of Coopersville 
Mich., was found slain in her 
bedroom Saturday. 
Police said they were still 
without 
firm 
evidence 
in 
connecting her murder with the 
other six savage sex slayings. 
Shortly before she was shot, 
Miss 
Phillips wrote to her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Phillips, and told them she was 
attempting to help an excon­ 
vict. 
A friend of Bishop, Robert 
Shewcraft, 
told 
police 
he 
believed the former Detroiter 
had thrown a .22 caliber pistol 
in the Huron River under the 
U.S. 23 Freeway underpass in 
the northwest corner of Ann 
Arbor. He aided police in the 
river search Monday. 
Finding the gun may provide

police.

considerable lake," he said, 
"and 
we wouldn’t have any 
mudflats between the shore and 
the water. 
"One of the problems right 
now is that the Indians can’t 
plan 
any 
development along 
their shore because the lake 
keeps receding." 
Laxalt said, " I like the idea." 
Hickel called it a "reasonable 
approach.n 
The 
three 
announced en­ 
gineering 
studies will begin 
soon to determine at what level 
the lake should be stabilized. 
Hickel 
said 
they 
could be 
conducted by any one of several 
groups—the 
Army Corps 
of 
Engineers, private consultants, 
the Bureau of Reclamation or 
the two states. He estimated 
thev 
will 
take 
a 
year to 
complete. 
Hickel praised a proposed 
interstate planning compact to 
regulate mushrooming develop­ 
ment in the Tahoe basin and

Reagan allied with Democrats

‘i ’m trying to protect the 
people from the (tax) package 
and protect the Governor from 
his own program’" Bagley said 
Monday. 
" I can’t understand if Ba- 
gley’s so interested in helping 
the Governor why he hasn’t 
helped him before," replied 
Assembly Democratic caucus 
chairman George N. Zenovich. 
Zenovich and Reagan want to 
place 
the 
Governor’s 
tax 
reform program on the 1970 
ballot. Bagley doesn’t. 
"There’s 
no 
question the 
Democratic leadership in the 
Assembly wants 
this 
whole 
package on the ballot in order 
to use it against the Governor 
next 
year," 
Bagley 
told 
a 
newsman. 
Amendments to the constitu­ 
tion are necessary to imple­ 
ment portions of Reagan’s tax 
reform program. If the amend­ 
ments 
are approved by the 
Legislature they will require a 
vote 
of 
the 
people 
on the 
November 
1970 
ballot when 
Reagan is expected to run for 
re-election. 
"If the Governor is sold on it 
let the Governor take it to the 
people," 7enovich said.

val.

NORTH BEND, Wash. (UPI)

bomber crashed in a wooded 
area near here Monday night, 
but both pilots ejected and later 
were sighted on the ground. 
A Coast Guard plane spotted 
the two pilots shooting flares 
into the air a few miles from 
Chester Morse Lake, about five 
miles from here.

McConnell said that since the

a combination pizza and beer 
outlet. 
South H Street from Ocean 
Avenue is spotty. Reading south 
on the west side there is a drug 
store on the corner, a men’s 
clothing store, a vacated for­ 
mer music store, a real estate 
operator, a vacated former hob­ 
by store, a stationary store, an 
optometrist 
and 
a 
jewelry 
store, then two vacant lots, and 
thereafter a furniture store, 
a barber shop, beer bar, clean­ 
ers, automatic wash, two unim­ 
proved lots and a hardware 
store. On the east side there is 
a gas utility company, chamber 
of commerce, 
some 
law of­ 
fices, two bars and some empty 
lots. 
North I Street from Ocean 
Avenue has been spotty, but in 
recent months two small busi­ 
ness and professional centers 
have shown strong life. The 
corner of H Street and Walnut 
Avenue is anchored by a smart 
new business and professional 
center. 
Thereafter south on H 
Street, there are a series of 


outlets including a cleaners, a 
beauty parlor, real estate out­ 
lets, a newspaper office, auto 
parts, travel agency, office em­ 
ployment agency, 
tax offices, 
insurance and a savings and 
loan association. 


Real estate people generally 
discount what they call the mar­ 
ginal use of second story of­ 
fices. 
Some operators agree 
that some of the first floor uses 
are also marginal. 


It remains to be seen what 
attitude the general Lompoc 
community will take of all this. 
One thing is sure, the build­ 
ings 
will 
not suddenly rise 
up and revamp themselves. One 
sage observer has noted that it 
takes people to make a slum. 


The noted writer, 
Charles 
Abrams wrote this in the Febru­ 
ary 1961 issue of the American 
Institute of Planners: “ Above 
all, the validity of its downtown 
is inextricably tied up with the 
validity of the city itself. For it 


is the city which will supply 
downtown’s 
main customers, 
and if the city shrinks in inter­ 
est, 
downtown will wane as 
well. So, too, if downtown wanes 
the citv is doomed.” 


That may be an overstated 
view when applied to Lompoc, 
but it sounds ominous. 


Ed Shriner, assistant asses­ 
sor 
of 
Ventura 
County has 
this sage remark on the defini­ 
tion of a slum: 
“A slum is 
merely a piece of property, a 
building or some other 
geo­ 
graphic 
feature that has out­ 
lived its usefulness to the own­ 
er 
and which has ceased to 
serve the needs of people.” 


Obviously 
portions of the 
downtown area are decaying be­ 
cause they no longer meet nor 
serve the needs of the people. 
Imagination and creativity must 
come to the fore to establish 
new needs which will allow the 
areas to once again service the 
people. 


The $1,050,530 County Water 
Agency budget for 1969-70 was

Arnold, deputy in the auditor’s 
office who specializes in water 
accounts, had mentioned that the 
appropriation had been financed 
in some other way the past few 
years. He said Arnold would be 
queried on this. 


“ He’d better have a good 
answer,” said Tunnell. 
The 
budget contains a $100,000 coun­ 
ty contribution toward repay­ 
ment of the Federally-financed 
Cachuma Reservoir and Dam as 
it has for years previously. 


Meanwhile, the Santa Maria 
Valley Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict has submitted its estimate 
of expenses for the 1969-70 
fiscal year with budget require­ 
ments shown to be $310,305.

Santa Barbara artist stages experience 


in living sculpture for LVAA members 


Julio Agostini, famed artist of geo­ 
m etric sculpture in metal, flashed his 
irrepressible grin. With his Italian ac­ 
cent peppered with modern Americanese, 
he electrified his audience with a rapid- 
fire, knowledgeable and humorous pro­ 
gram recently for the Lompoc Valley 
Art Association. 
Born in Italy and reared in Connec­ 
ticut, he conducted art sem inars at Yale 
and other m ajor universities. Some of his 
work swells to gigantic proportions and 
is well-represented in industry where 
it is used to enhance architectural de­ 
sign. Two years ago, he moved to San­ 
ta Barbara, where he now exhibits in 
the area, lias a private studio and teach­ 
es adult classes at Santa Barbara City 
College. He has just completed a sculp­ 
ture for a pool in Disneyland. 
Agostini began his lecture by display­ 
ing 
one 
of 
his unique sym m etrical 
sculptures — a paradox of complication 
in its simplicity — and explained that 
he begins all his work from a single 
sm all component and repeats that unit, 
“ same, same, sam e,” till it expands 
to the proper size. It could go on to 
infinity; but the trick is knowing where 
to stop. When asked why he didn’t make 
this piece even larger, he grinned and 
retorted, “ Why? Look at it! But beau­ 
tiful!” Agostini retains that rare, child­ 
like ability to view the common things 
as though seen for the first time — a 
high tension tower, a crack in the con­ 
crete, a spool of tape. 
Julio hammered away at discipline. 
Discipline means planning. He found no 
fault with the artist who approaches his 
work without a plan, manipulating until 
it suggests some form and going from 
there, but for himself believes in care­ 
fully planned sketches. 
He insists that to produce geometric 
sculpture, first one must be an expert 
craftsm an (he had worked for years as 
a welder) and went on to prove his point 
by explaining the expansion and contrac­ 
tion of metal when effected by heat. 
To arriv e at his perfect sym m etry, his 
pieces must be welded slightly “ off 
kilter,” and then “ one hopes, in cool­ 
ing, that it contracts to the precise, 
proper angle.” In keeping the work from 
becoming an overwhelming confusion, he 
term s the metal pieces “ positives” and 
the spaces left by the pieces “ nega­ 
tive.” Thus he works with space as well 
as line, always by beginning with his in­ 
vention of simple shapes, whether the 
square, the “ wing,” the curve or the 
twisted curve, and repeating the design 
till he senses it is time to stop; he 
finds he cannot exhaust the possibilities 
of these shapes. 
Julio showed slides of his work, which 
even more dramatically demonstrated 
the fantastic scope of each piece. When

only slightly turned, a whole new con­ 
cept of shapes is presented to the eye, 
and multiple views are constantly intro­ 
duced, depending upon the position of the 
viewer. In studying the slides, the im­ 
portance of shadow play in his works 
becomes obvious. One fine example is 
his seven-foot sculpture anchored to the 
San Marcos High School wall In Santa 
B arbara. It is an intricate symphony of 
metal and shadows, which changes each 
hour with the travel of the sun. 
Agostini will occasionally “ plant” an 
odd 
shape 
somewhere 
in a 
work, 
and takes acute delight if an individual 
spots the 
“ boo-boo.” Throughout the 
slides, he interjected his theories of art 
in general.

Warming weather helped in­ 
crease fishing activity at Port 
San Luis Obispo during the past 
week. Salmon are still in the 
area but are scattered as they 
follow the food fish. It would be 
safe to put the average take of 
one fish per rod per day. Of 
course those old-timers with 
the salmon know-how, do better 
but there are a lot of people 
who just go out for a day’s 
fishing and are quite happy with 
a single salmon. 
Last week’s tally, as of Fri­ 
day afternoon, released by Har­ 
bor Associates in Avila Beach 
had 121 boats launched with 196 
salmon reported. The figure 
does not include fish caught by 
“ amateur” commercials, who 
check their fish in at the fish 
buyer’s dock and are there 
recorded for Fish and 
Game 
officials. 
For those not interested in 
salmon activity but still want 
a m ess of good eating fish, there 
are many varieties of rock 
fish now hitting hard. Some 
nice size ling cod and cabe- 
zone have been reported along 
with the ever present “ blues” 
that are to be had most any 
place. 
The 
“ blue” , although 
an 
easy 
fish 
to catch 
should not be considered light­ 
ly, as it is one of the tastiest 
fish to be found in local waters. 
Surf fishing has also been 
improving with some large bar­ 
red perch being caught in most 
places along the shore line in 
the central California area. 
The smart angler will, if he 
has the time or even the while 
clamming, spot likely sandbars 
at low tide and then mark the 
spot according to landmarks 
on the beach. One can fish a 
spot with never a bite and then 
move to the side of a sand 
bar 
and find all the action. 
Surf fish lie along a sand bar 
awaiting food to be washed in 
and 
deposited 
within 
close 
range—-and by doing so sign 
their own death warrant as a 
nice snack of clam makes an ad­ 
dition to a meal of plankton or 
whatever the perch find along 
their sand bar “ restaurants.” 
Last week, prior to the Fourth 
of July holiday weekend, local 
waters in San Luis Obispo Coun­ 
ty all were stocked with catch- 
able size rainbow trout. Most 
waters all took a heavy beat­ 
ing during the three-day week­ 
end. Probably the best fishing 
was found in at Lopez Creek, 
a somewhat long and, at tim es, 
difficult haul over a narrow and 
very winding road that goes 
into the old Lopez Creek road 
near 
the 
church conference 
camp. 
Lopez Reservior, due to a 
lack 
of 
water 
enforcement 
rules, was not as good. Many 
people have been incensed over 
the flagrant disregard of rules 
by speed boats and others with 
no regard for shore fishermen. 
We personally know of cases 
where lines have been cut by 
irresponsible boaters. Fish are 
in the lake but the amoung of 
traffic over the weekend has 
scattered 
them 
to 
parts 
unknown where they can feed in 
peace. 
Laguna Lake near San Luis 
Obispo also received a stock­ 
ing of trout— which may very 
well be the final one of the 
season. The lake is full of 
weed 
and 
algae. 
However, 
there are some nice trout there 
and if one can find a clear 
spot, trout are to be taken. 


Prior to the warming of the 
water and the increased weed 
situation, we have taken some 
nice ones on the large lure, 
and even now, in spite of the 
weeds, have found a “ Mepps” 
lure to still be productive 
at 
Laguna. 
There are also some nice 
bass in that lake with dedica­ 
ted bass fishermen finding won­ 
derful sport. These anglers, we 
note, appear to despise trout in 
favor of the large mouth bass. 
According to reports from 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co 
stream scouts, fishing in the 
central and north area of the 
state is much improved. Wa­ 
ter conditions are generally 
good, but snow still blocks some 
areas to cars. 
Humboldt County is generally 
fair, the upper Klamath clear­ 
ing, and cold, some sturgeon and 
salmon at the mouth. Coastal 
salmon red hot at Humboldt 
Bay on incoming tide; Trini­ 
dad also very good. Pit River 
and stream s mostly cold and 
fair fishing, should warm up 
soon. 
On the Feather River, fly 
fishermen are scoring. Lake 
Almanor 
full, clear and cold, 
fishing, fair to good with Ham­ 
ilton Branch a good bet for flies. 
Kern River high, cold and clear, 
fishing fair to slow. Tule Riv­ 
er fair water clear and cold. 
Quaken Aspen and Camp Nel­ 
son water high, fishing fair to 
slow, as are most tributaries 
in the upper reaches. Fishing 
should be good in about another 
week or so. 
All in ail, waters in the 
higher elevations need a little 
more of the snow to be melt­ 
ed and a chance for the water 
to cool off and settle the mud. 
Nearer home we have a good 
report for Lake Nacimientos 
with bass leading the action. 
Anglers are bringing in lim its 
of five fish with rocky points 
being the most productive spot. 
Crappie fishing took a turn 
for the better, with catches of 
ten or more crappie per an­ 
gler 
being 
not 
uncommon. 
“ Baby Hellbender” or “ Baby 
Sonic” lures 
have been used 
with good effect trolling. Some 
anglers have done well fishing 
around the deep water trees. 
Catfishing is quiet with notica- 
bly fewer anglers, compared 
to last week. Big fish of the 
week was a six pound one ounce 
large mouth bass taken trolling 
“ Lazy Ike” . 
More than 16,000 striped bass 
are wearing small plastic tags 
as the result of the largest 
tagging program ever conduct­ 
ed by the D.F.G. The fish were 
tagged in the Sacramento-San 
Joaquin Delta from March to 
June, as part of a research pro­ 
gram to determine the current 
abundance of striped bass and 
relate the information to en­ 
vironmental conditions control­ 
ling young striped bass abund­ 
ance during the first year of 
their life. 
Nearly 3,000 of the stripers 
were tagged with $2, $5, and $10 
reward tags to aid in insuring 
a good return of tags. 
The 
D.F.G. put double tags on 1,000 
fish this year in order to deter­ 
mine the rate at which tags 
are shed by the fish. The D.F.G. 
urges anglers who catch tagged 
bass to return the tags with all 
pertinent information as to how, 
where, and when caught, with 
anglers’ address, name and zip 
code.

The 
Dallas Cowboys aren’t going to 
hold their breath waiting. Not 
only because Meredith seem s to 
have a substantial future off 
the field and enough money to 
go with that, but much more 
important, because he s< em sto 
have lost his desire to play 
football at all.

Most safety plays are con­ 
fined to one suit. When other 
suits are involved, you have 
a combination play and must 
consider the entire hand. 
South wins the first heart 
with the ace. There is a safe­ 
ty play when you consider 
only the trump suit. It is to 
go over to dummy and lead 
the jack for a finesse. This 
play won’t do him any good 
if West holds the guarded 
king but it will give him all 
the tricks in the suit any 
time East holds the king. 
The normal finesse of the 
queen won’t pick up king- 
10-three in the East hand. 
This is a real unsafety 
play with this hand.

passed between the opening of 
space age in 1957 and the first 
human ventures into orbit. 
Man had barely rippled the 
vast, forbidding ocean of the 
cosmos when President JohnF. 
Kennedy 
boldly proposed in 
1961 that the United States land 
men on the moon “ before this 
decade is out.” 
Only two space pilots had 
looked 
down on their home 
planet from above its atmos­ 
phere. One was the Russian, 
Yuri Gagarin, the other Ameri­ 
ca’s Alan B . Shepard, and both 
their 
flights 
had 
occurred 
within the two months before 
Kennedy 
spoke. 
Combined, 
their flight times totaled only 2 
hours 3 minutes. 
Hurling unmanned satellites 
into orbit was still quite an 
accomplishment. Three times 
the United States had tried to 
send small, unmanned space­ 
ships to the moon-and three 
times 
it 
had failed. Man’s 
conquest of space was still in 
its infancy. 
The space age dawned upon a 
startled world Oct. 4, 1957. 
Sputnik I 
On that morning, a great 
white 
rocket 
climbed 
away 
from the launch pad of South 
Central Russia and placed a 23- 
inch diameter, 184-pound ball in 
an oval path around the earth. 
The Russians called it Sput­ 
nik 1. It’s name meant “ fellow 
traveler of the earth.” 
Later, millions heard that 
awesome shrill “ voice from 
space” on American radio and 
television broadcasts. Amateur 
radio operators tuned it in. 
News commentators struggled 
to explain that the earth now 
had a new moon, one made by 
human hands. 
Another Red Satellite 
Scarcely 
had 
the 
United 
States-and, indeed, the world- 
adjusted to the shock of Sputnik 
1 when the second shoe fell. 
Another 
Russian 
satellite 
soared into orbit 30 days later, 
on Nov. 3, 1957. 
Sputnik 
2, 
weighing 
an 
amazing 1,121 pounds carried a 
little 
black - and - white dog 
named 
Laika 
and 
a 
self 
contained artificial atmosphere 
that kept her alive for seven 
days. It was the first firm 
indication that Russia’s real 
space goal was to orbit men. 
The 
Sputnik 
launches 
of 
October and November, 1957, 
caused consternation and soul- 
searching in the United States. 
Some 
have 
called 
it 
the 
greatest shock to the nation 
since Pearl Harbor. Words like 
“ space race” and “ space lag” 
entered a vocabulary already 
striving with “ arms race” and 
“ missile gap.” 
But it was a month later, on 
Dec. 6, 1957, that American 
embarrassment in the field of 
missiles and space reached a 
peak. 
On that dismal day, before 
scores of newsmen at Cape 
Canaveral (now Cape Kenne­ 
dy), and millions watching on 
television, America’s first at­ 
tempt to orbit a grapefruit-size 
Vanguard satellite failed. The 
first 
stage 
of 
the 
rocket 
exploded on ignition, and the 
rest of the rocket crumpled on 
the wet Florida beach sand.

Braun, “ it became popular to 
question the bulwarks of our

Against 
this background of 
pessimism, Von Braun and his 
German rocket team which had 
been transported to the United 
States after World War n were 
called into the breech. They 
were working for the Army on 
missile development at Hunts­ 
ville, Ala. 
The comeback was swift. On 
Nov. 8, 1957, Von Braun had 
promised to orbit a satellite 
within 90 days. On Jan. 31,1958, 
he did. Explorer 1 streaked 
atop a Jupiter-C missile into 
the night sky and soared into 
orbit, a 31-pound package of 
instruments. 
The next Vanguard and the 
next Explorer launches failed, 
but 
on 
March 
17, 
1958, a 
Vanguard rocket finally sped 
into orbit. It, too, came up with 
a startling bit of information— 
that the earth is rather pear 
shaped. 
During the next three years, 
the United States moved out to 
the 
launch 
pad 
76 
times, 
logging 42 successes and 34 
failures in unmanned flights. 
But Russia was busy, too. In 
this same period it logged three 
spectaculars—first probe to hit 
the moon, first pictures of the 
lunar backside and a probe 
toward the planet Venus. 
Secrecy hides most Russian 


failures, but the U.S. detected 
and announced two failures of 
Mars probes and a probable 
Venus probe abort.

But Russia once more pulled 
off a spectacular-its biggest 
yet-when on April 12, 1961,27- 
year-old Maj. Yuri A. Gagarin

ball of a Vostok spaceship. His 
flight lasted 1 hour, 48 minutes. 
Perhaps the bitterest disap­

number—Alan B. 
Shepard-4o 
ride a bell - shaped Mercury 
capsule on a bullet-like trajecto­ 
ry briefly into space and then 
down into the Atlantic.

Gagarin’s flight at Cape Can­ 
averal, however astronaut Don­ 
ald K. Slayton found reason for 
optimism. 
“There’s one good thing about 
Gagarin’s flight,” he told a 
newsman. “ It proves there is 
no serious obstacle to a man 
going into space. Maybe we 
ought to be happy to know it 
can be done.” 
Twenty-three days later, She­ 
pard wedged himself into the 
Freedom 7 capsule atop his 
Redstone rocket and shot into 
the 
morning sky 
toward

116.5 
miles. He splashed safely into 
the Atlantic 302 miles from the 
cape 15 minutes 22 seconds 
later.

Rocketeers 
Sometimes Hit 
Grand Bahama

F R E E P O R T . Grand Baha­ 
ma—(N E A )—You might say 
the space age has hit this 
tiny British Commonwealth 
island with a bang — or at 
least a number of thuds, 
clunks, splats, splashes and 
even “ boiiings!” 


The sounds are those made 
by aerospace missiles which 
for the past decade have 
been breaking up in flight 
and landing in local fields. 


Residents discover missile 
parts in back yards, on roofs 
and littered across beaches. 
Some fishermen swear they 
have found bits and pieces 
of old rockets inside the gul­ 
lets of their daily catch. 
As a result, this island, 
located 160 miles from Cape 
Kennedy's launch facilities, 
has been called by some 
’’Grand Bullseye.” Its stra­ 
tegic location puts it directly 
in the path of almost every- 
t h i n g shot from Florida— 
which, since 1953, has in­ 
cluded more than 1,750 ar­ 
ticles of war and peace. 
On the average, about one 
of every 12 of the missile 
shots has gone astray or at 
least partially aborted. And 
a good number of them have 
required detonation w h i l e 
flying over or very near 
Grand Bullseye. 
The detonations are meant 
to keep erring missiles from 
falling intact into Freeport 
or other population centers. 
But nothing keeps the shell 
fragments from c o m i n g 
down. So they do. Regularly. 
As it happens. Grand B a­ 
hama Island isn’t the only 
land mass off Florida sub­ 
ject to missile sprinkling. 
And there is nothing uncom­ 
mon about rocket fragments, 
or rockets themselves, land­ 
ing 
s o m e w h e r e 
they 
shouldn’t. 
O f f i c i a l s especially re­ 
member the early days of 
missile testing as times of 
unpredictability. One tech­ 
nician who was around then 
remembers: ‘‘The t h i n g s 
used to come down in some 
of the darndest places.” 
Once a shot veered off 
course, headed south and hit 
a cow in Cuba. Florida itself 
was peppered with particles 
of numerous launch aborts. 
Windows 
were 
b r o k e n , 
houses damaged — and peo­ 
ple scared out of their skins. 


” In the old days,” says 
Stan 
Monfette. 
a 
missile 
tracking veteran on Grand 
Bahama, ’they used b o t h 
sides of this island as splash­ 
down areas. It was quite a 
sight — especially at night. 
W e’d see a big ball of orange 
flame come up out of Ken­ 
nedy — heading right for us. 
They never hit here, as far 
as I know, but many of the 
fragments did." 
Then there were the days 
of the Snark — a primitive, 
air breathing, Model-T of a 
missile which was launched 


by sled. Every time it was, 
oldsters r e m e m b e r , the 
world ducked. It would som­ 
ersault, dip, dive, loop-the- 
loop and proceed very indi­ 
rectly toward Grand Bulls­ 
eye. 
“ That particular missile 
was not v e r y accurate,” 
Monfette says, understating 
it. “ Everyone used to joke 
a b o u t the Snark-infested 
waters.” 
But the good old bad days 
of missile testing are gone 
forever — or so Monfette 
and 
other 
aerospace 
vet­ 
erans believe. T h e y say 
rocket science has complete­ 
ly minimized missile error 
and civilian danger. 


U.S. government records 
indicate that foreign-falling 
rocket fragments have been 
diminishing since 1960. The 
records say nothing has hit 
the U.S. mainland since then. 
And worry in foreign capi­ 
tals — once rather prevalent 
—has fallen off to a few iso­ 
lated and unsupported com­ 
plaints. 


Furthermore, officials add. 
even the straying missiles 
have had a .good safety rec­ 
ord. They have never killed 
or seriously injured anyone. 


A dozen or more deaths 
have resulted from space­ 
port experiments.

Russians Could Beat 
U.S. to the Moon If...

W ASH IN G TO N -! N E A ) - 
W ill the Russians be on the 
moon to greet us? 
At this late date the ques­ 
tion seems preposterous. All 
of the facts say the moon 
race is over and we’ve won. 
Everything indicates t h a t 
when we land up there next 
month, 
the 
Russians 
will 
have to be content to watch 
it on TV. 
Yet, as the moon race it­ 
self proves, nothing is im­ 
possible. 
And 
men 
w h o 
study s p a c e accomplish­ 
ments closest are not con­ 
ceding anything. 
One of these men is Dr. 
Charles Sheldon, a s t a f f 
member of the House Space 
C o m m i t t e e , a sometimes 
White House space adviser 
and one of the more down- 
to-earth R u s s i a n space- 
watchers. 
Dr. Sheldon doesn’t think 
the U.S.S.R. will beat us to 
the moon. He feels that time, 
good judgment and the odds 
work against the competi­ 
tors. 
But still, on the o t h e r 
hand . . . 
“ Well,” says Sheldon, a 
thin, gray, enthusiastic man, 
“ I suppose the odds of us 
landing first on the moon are 
98 per cent or better. How­ 
ever, I must say this: 
I 
think the Russians still have 
an outside chance.” 
The Russians' chance, ac­ 
cording to Sheldon, is based 
on their willingness to gam ­ 
ble. Sheldon says their space 
history shows an aversion to 
open risk, but for the sake 
of prestige they might now 
be willing to try. 
What they would have to 
do, S h e l d o n explains, is 
make a grand, unannounced, 
terribly dangerous m o o n 
shot without preliminary test 
flights. 
And he adds there are 
three ways they might do it. 
As of now, the Russians 
have n e v e r displayed a 
launch vehicle large enough 
to propel a lunar landing 
p a y l o a d (285,000 pounds). 
Their biggest known rocket 
is the Proton, a mere infant 
compared to America’s Sat­ 
urn V. 
But there is always the 
possibility, in this case a real 
one, that 
the competitors 
have a larger rocket ready 
but unused. American space 
experts, notably Dr. Werh- 
ner von Braun, have broadly 
hinted as much. Von Braun 
has s u g g e s t e d that the 
U.S.S.R. may have a secret 
launch vehicle with a 10 to 
14 million pound thrust ca­ 
pability — almost twice the 
Saturn V power. 
Sheldon says this possibil­ 


ity is pregnant. In fact, Shel­ 
don probably knows if the 
vehicle is real or not. He has 
access to all U.S. space in­ 
telligence, which is classi­ 
fied information. 
If such a superrocket does 
exist in Russia, says Shel­ 
don, Russia might use it to 
launch an unmanned space 
ship into earth orbit. Then 
a Proton rocket might fire 
a rendezvous rocket, with in­ 
habitants, to link in space. 
And a continuing moon trip 
might follow. 
The second way the Rus­ 
sians could beat us to the 
moon. Sheldon says, is even 
more risky, even more iffy 
and even more unlikely than 
the first. 


He says they might use the 
P r o t o n rocket alone to 
launch several earth orbits 
simultaneously. E a c h shot 
would contain moon payload 
components. 
It 
would 
re­ 
quire 
incredible 
dexterity, 
but if all could be linked in 
orbit, a side trip to the moon 
might be the result. 
The third and final way 
the Russians might beat us, 
says Dr. Sheldon, is perhaps 
the only really worrisome 
way. That is: Mechanically. 
Says Sheldon: “1 suppose 
it's possible that rather than 
send men to the moon, they 


would send robots. Then they 
could fly up there, without 
any human risk, pick up 
moon samples and thereby 
steal our thunder. And ac­ 
tually it might entirely over­ 
shadow our landing in some 
ways. A complete r o b o t 
flight would be at least as 
technically excellent as a 
human one.” 
Concerning this third pos­ 
sibility, Sheldon notes that 
rumors of a “ big” Russian 
space spectacular have been 
circulating for days. Also, a 
Russian cosmonaut has told 
Japanese officials that the 
U.S.S.R. would have moon 
rock 
samples 
on 
display 
w h e n the Japanese world 
fair opens early next year. 
“ You can add these signs 
up,” says Sheldon, “ any wav 
you like.” 
But in spite of the addi­ 
tion and regardless of the 
possibilities, Dr. C h a r 1 e s 
Sheldon emphasizes he is 
not forecasting a n y t h i n g 
about Russian space efforts. 
His views are “ just for spec­ 
ulation.” He feels the compe­ 
tition should not be under­ 
estimated — but s c o f f s at 
overestimation as well. 
Actually, Dr. Sheldon feels 
the Russians quit the moon 
race sometime ago when it 
became apparent they were 
lagging. His private feeling 
is, fingers c r o s s e d , they 
won’t make a manned moon 
landing before 1971. 
And by then, he says, W E 
will definitely be there to 
greet THEM .

Young people’s thoughts 


Youth group leaders and students have 
been getting together in various areas 
of the county. 
The sessions sponsored by the Delin­ 
quency 
Prevention 
Commission have 
brought out some surprising and inter­ 
esting viewpoints. One is that the young 
people want to be allowed to do more 
for themselves in certain areas of rec­ 
reation rather than be “adult-sponsored” 
County Probation Officer Cliff Röm­ 
er in the County Probation Department’s 
monthly report makes it clear that there 
is a "variance of thinking of the young 
people themselves.” 
"It was not unusual to have one stu­ 
dent express himself or herself, and 
have another student from another high 
school contradict the statement,” he 
said. 
Where youth group leaders seemed 
content to feel they had plenty to offer 
young people, 
students would 
argue 
these offerings were 
"too limited,” 
Romer’s resume shows. 
In past years at youth m atings, stu­ 
dents have asked for adults to do some­ 
thing about having more recreational ac­ 
tivities, 
including dances, 
according 
to Römer. "But this year they didn’t 
seem to be insisting on adults doing 
something for them, rather that they be 
allowed to do something for themselves 
in this area.” 
While there was a difference of opin­ 
ion among the young people regarding the 
m erits of adult-sponsored dances, and 
especially the idea of police-sponsored 
dances, 
the probation officer stressed 
a pronounced change of attitude was not­ 
ed in regard to what 
should 
be done 
in the recreation areas as a whole. 
More could be done, a number of young 
people 
feel, if costs weren’t so high to 
belong to many of the youth activities 
being offered. 
The drug problem would lessen, many 
agreed, 
if young people "had less time 
on their hands.” 
Some youths 
themselves were the 
first to express the feeling that idle 
times was a "good reason for trying 
‘pot.’ ” 
But the fact still remains, Römer 
feels, that the community "cannot raise 
these juveniles.” 
"There has to be some sort of bal­ 
ance in the family background, or some 
sort of interest 
in what the boy or 


girl is doing on the home front, before 
others on the outside can step in and 
help.” 
Romer notes that "it seems futile 
for the concerned members of the com­ 
munity to try to solve delinquency prob­ 
lems that are caused by insecure home 
conditions and uncaring parents.” 
From these youth meetings in Santa 
Barbara, 
Santa Maria and Lompoc, 


youth 
workers in county government 
feel that they have some things to present 
to the State conference on youth prob­ 
lems later this year. 


Total number of active juvenile cases 
in the county is 1,296, 
with 978 being 
wards under active supervision, 
205 
being informal 
cases under active su­ 
pervision, and 113 awaiting disposition.

Yesteryears

PARIS — Impeccable revelations ol> 
tained here regarding the Vietnam peace 
talks include several unrevealed surpris­ 
es. No matter how these contradict re- 
ports¿ and must be unattributable, and 
no matter how they cross up all assump­ 
tions, they are the actual, bedrock facts 
— the truth with a capital T. 
First, contrary to 
what some believe, 
there are no secret 
negotiations with the 
enemy going on any- 
T 
where. The sand in

the glass has turned;

the 
hour is passed. 
Absolutely 
nothing 
substantive is being

discussed 
through 
i f 
intermediaries 
in 
Warsaw, 
Moscow, 
Hanoi, Hong Kong or any place else. 
Ho Chi Minh refused nearly a thou­ 
sand "peace feelers” — 39 listed as 
major inside our own State Department — 
before he consented to even the prelim­ 
inary talks that began here May 13, 1968. 
And even on Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge’s return here from the Midway 
conference and Washington session with 
President Nixon, arrogant HaVanLau, 
acting chief of the Hanoi delegation, re­ 
minded our representatives "how lucky 
you are” because at the 1951 truce talks 
the Red North Koreans required our del­ 
egates to arrive at Kaesong with a white 
flag and then to sit smiling. 


Ha Van Lau’s face features full-blood­ 
ed lips and a few scattered teeth as sol­ 
id as fangs. And while our Vietnam dead 
lay siege to our hearts he looks at our 
negotiators with cold, mean eyes and as 
objectively as a butcher’s knife, and has 
the sort of wrinkles under those eyes 
which come when you have smiled cyn­ 
ically about ten million tim es. 
Continuing, Ha Van Lau told our rep- 
representatives privately that the funda­ 
mental weakness in our position here is 
that the United States "cannot outlast us 
in Vietnam” and, nevertheless, "obvi­ 
ously does not intend to outfight us.” 
Such are the scenes of arrogance here— 
perhaps unmatched since Caligula mar­ 
ried his horse in the Roman forum. 
Meanwhile, Hanoi’s build-up in Vietnam 
has grown so great that its forces can­ 
not be thrown out. 
Accordingly, under cover here as fully 
as in announced meetings, the North 
Vietnamese are today not negotiating at 
all — a total and interminable blank. 
Next, indisputable battlefield evidence 
has now convinced our delegation that 
Hanoi is today totally content without 
any military victory whatever. Descrip­ 
tions of the basic North Vietnam tactic 
of pulling away when outgunned or out­ 
numbered 
miss 
the fundamental com­ 
pletely. Amazingly enough, today’s Red 
military strategy does not involve tak­ 
ing, holding or even attacking any stra­ 
tegic town, area or defenses. Exactly 
the reverse. They are merely content tc 
kill about 300 Americans a month wher­ 
ever convenient and let American public 
opinion do the rest. 
They see clearly that public opinion 
in the United States, spearheaded by 
demonstrations and Senatorial speeches, 
is our problem, and that the above plan 
has the potential. Public opinion and 
family 
sorrow apply in our country; 
these mean nothing in Hanoi. The Red 
plan is only and entirely what the French 
call "le jen de pouvoir” — the relent­ 
less, wearing effect that erodes things, 
including the spirit of resistance. Pres­ 
ident Nixon has been told that the enemy 
estimates only about three more months 
for the culmination of this in our coun­ 
try. 
Next, we now know that our announced 
troop withdrawals mean absolutely noth­ 
ing. The red delegation’s private reac- 
tion has -voncinced our negotiators that 
the North Vietnamese, content with kill­ 
ing about 300 Americans a month, will 
merely continue to swoop down on that 
opportunity like a hawk against the troops 
that remain. And in a broader sense Han­ 
oi knows as well that once a civiliza­ 
tion, its days are numbered. 
In this last sense our negotiators here, 
and President Nixon along with them, see 
the continuing war as extremely con­ 
genial to both the U.S.S.R, and Red China 
alike. This is the weakness in our re- 


peated appeals for Moscow’s interven­ 
tion. Behind the scenes, the Soviet am­ 
bassadors here and in the United States 
are claiming a split in the Kremlin on 
this point, but in simple truth Hanoi 
could not continue the war for 30 days 
without the Soviet’s support. Moreover, 
Russia is pumping in only about $1 bil-

lion a year against 30 times that much 
cost to us. 
These are precisely the truths that 
President 
Nixon faces now in trying 
to end this horrible war.

Lompoc revisited 


Walter C. Eefsen walked along H Street 
on his way to the Record office last 
week and allowed that his old home 
town had changed a lot in the last 64 
years. 
Eefsen was born in 
-------- 
1894 the son ofVal- 
demar and Christine 
Eefsen. 
The elder 
EefSen owned sever­ 
al 
hundred 
acres 
which were later sold 
to Richfield Oil Co. 
Both EefSen’s father 
and mother are do- 
ceased. 
During 
his brief 
return to the Valley, last week Eefsen 
visited one of Richfield’s oil well sites 
and posed beside a sign that proclaimed: 
"Eefsen Weil, Number . . . ” 
Eefsen recalls that his family left 
Lompoc in 1905 to return to Denmark. 
Later the Lompoc ranch land was sold. 
Members of the family returned to Lom­ 
poc for visits in 1917 and again in 1920. 
The Eefsens are related totheSpanne’s 
and for many years corresponded with 
various members of the pioneer family. 
The elder Eefsen first came to the 
Lompoc area in 1885. He met and mar­ 
ried Christine who had come from Den­ 
mark much in the same way as her hus­ 
band. Together they farmed an area that 
spreads over parts of Mission Hills and 
Vandenberg 
Village. 
Principal crops 
were mustard and various grains, but 
Eefsen recalls that they raised practi­ 
cally everything the family needed. 
A trip to downtown Lompoc w a s 
something of an event, Eefsen recalls 
making a trip with his family to a can­ 


yon south of Lompoc for a Fourth of 
July fireworks show. The fireworks were 
supplied by a Chinese man who raised 
vegetables and in between time smoked 
opium. 


Eefesen and his brothers and sisters 
attended a one-room school, but the years 
have dimmed his recollection of where it 
was located. While in Denmark, Eefsen 
learned the machinist trade and it was 
this skill that eventually led to a ca­ 
reer as a pilot. Eefsen returned to Cal­ 
ifornia in 1920 and found a job ip Fres­ 
no as a machinist. Later he learned to 
fly and bought his own plane. The com­ 
pany he worked for got a contract to 
carry the mail and thus Eefsen became 
one of this nation’s first scheduled air 
mail 
pilots. 
The company 
was later 
bought by United Airlines and Eefsen 
stayed on until he retired in 1947 as a 
captain. Before that, however, he served 
United as a pilot under the nation’s Air 
Transport Command, ferrying planes to 
the South Pacific during World War U. 
Eefsen’s memories of Lompoc are 
dim. He does recall one stormy winter, 
sightseers were standing on a bridge 
over the Santa Ynez River, when a great 
wall of water swept the bridge down­ 
stream, killing a number of persons. 
Eefsen now lives in Tigard, Ore., with 
his wife, Marie. They have no children. 
He and his wife travel and generally 
take it easy. He plays golf, but shims 
other sports for lack of interest. When 
will he return to Lompoc? That depends 
on where his fancy leads him. At 75 
Eefsen looks like an athlete and there 
is a bounce in his step and a twinkle 
in his eye.

Big city riots 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is now becoming tragically apparent 
just who are the victimsof big-city riots. 
The most complete official studies to 
date perhaps have been little-advertised 
research on the April 1968, riots follow­ 
ing 
the assassination of Dr. Martin 
Luther King. 
These findings, revealed at congress­ 
ional hearings over the past few weeks, 
show ttiat 80 per cent of those businesses 
hit in the 1968 Washington D.C., riots 
were small neighborhood shops, 34 per 
cent had a total income of less than 
$5,000 a year. 
More than half the damaged establish­ 
ments were marginal. More than one- 
third produced earnings for their owners 
below or around the poverty line, accord­ 
ing to officials who made the studies* 
Some 57 per cent 
of the jobs destroyed 
in 
the 
Washington 
riots 
were 
Negro 
jobs. 
Indications are that 
most of these small 
neighborhood busin­ 
esses 
were family 
establishments, han­ 
ded down from grand­ 
father to father to 
son. These were the 
sole 
family assets. 
At least, this was 
true apparently in the 
worst-hit sections of 
Newark, N.J. 
A substantial percentage of the owner- 
proprietors of these small family mar­ 


ginal stores in Washington were older 
people in their 50s and 60s. As they 
died or moved, the figures indicate, 
management of the businesses was taken 
over by young Negroes. 
Some estimators believe that without 
the riots the change-over would have 
been largely complete in less than 20 
years. 
In proportion to their numbers in 
Washington, Negro-managed establish­ 
ments were hit as frequently as white. 
That does not paint a very pretty 
picture. It has been popular to say that 
the 
rioters were lashing out against 
the conditions in which they live, against 
exploiters and against their having no 
voice in things. 
No doubt there was some of this. But 
the data in Washington, at last, seems 
to show that, by the large, the businesses 
hit were those where the looting was 
best. In numbers of cases the looters 
apparently were well off and in some 
cases better off than the proprietors 
of the stores being looted. There were 
some instances of the rich looting the 
poor. 
In businesses where the destinction 
was clear, rioters often did no destruct­ 
ion at all to stores owned by known 
"gougers” who had nothing easily loot­ 
ed. They passed these by, and instead 
hit shops owned and operated by men 
and women known to be friendly and 
helpful to the Negro community, but 
stocked with items easily carried off. 
Eighty-five per cent of the business 
establishments 
hit 
had 
merchandise 
stolen. 
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
